UNITED NATIONS, N. V,, Dec. 
7 iifi—Eastern Europe lost its seat 
on the Security Council today to 
the Philippines, backed by tho 
United States in the latest East* 
West row of the General Assem­ 
bly. The Soviet Union protested 
vehemently. 
The Philippines polled 51 of the 
74 valid ballots cast during the 
secret voting. The Soviet candi­ 
date, Czechoslovakia, received 20 
votes, Afghanistan, Spam and Yu­ 
goslavia one each and one coun­ 
try 'abstained. 
Four 
members 
'were absent. This gave the Phil­ 
ippines one more than the two- 
thirds vote required for election. 
Yugoslavia, w h i c h resigned 
from the Council in accord with 
a deal breaking a 35-ballot dead­ 
lock with the Philippines last 
year, will give up its seat Dec. 
31 and the Philippines will serve 
the remainder of the normal two- 
year term. 
It will he the lirst time since 
the Council was organized in 1946 
that a country from Eastern Eu­ 
rope has not occupied one of the 
|six nonpermanent scats. The So­ 
viet Union is one of the five per­ 
manent members,

Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister 
Vassily V. 
Kuznetsov charged 
the election was a clear discrimi­ 
nation against Eastern Europe 
and a “ crude violation*’ of the 
Charter provision for geographi­ 
cal distribution of the nonperma­ 
nent seats on the Council. He said 
the United States was using the 
iU.N. for its own purposes and 
was violating the London gentle­ 
men's agreement of 1946 giving 
Eastern Europe a seat on the 
(Council. 
The United States, whose chief 
■delegate, Henry Cahot Lodge Jr. 
waged a campaign tor Manila 
from the very start last year, con­ 
tended the London agreement was 
meant for one year only and no 
longer was binding.

MINEOLA. N. Y , Dec. 7 .*- 
Angelo LaMarca was doomed to 
death by an all-male jury tonight 
for the July 4 kidnap slaying of 
baby Peter Weinberger. 
The 12 men on the jury, all of 
them fathers, found the 31-year- 
old defendant guilty of kidnaping 
and also of first degree murder , 
They did not recommend mercy 
in either case, thus automatically 
condemning LaMarca to die in 
the electric chair. 
LaMarca was standing erect as j 
jury foreman John W, Connelly, 
48 a father of four children, de i 
livered the verdict The jury had 
been out tor six hours and 24 min- j 
lites. 


The defendant's knees buckled1 
and two court attendants seized’ 
him to keep him from falling to 
the floor. 
His wife, Donna, 31, a trail bru-| 
nette and herself the mother of 
two small children, collapsed and 
was carried from the courtroom. 
She had fainted a few hours ear-j 
lier when the case went to the! 
jury at the end of a month-long j 
trial but had insisted on returning 
to the courtroom to hear the ver-i 
dict. 
Trial J u d g e Mario Pittoni 
scheduled the automatic sentenc-j 
ing of death for Dec. 14.

MILAN. Italy, Dec 7 ..ft — The 
magazine Oggi. which has close 
'Vatican connections, is saying in

The magazine adds, however,

Oggi said it likely would be 1959 
or 1960 before another consistory 
is held. The last previous one was 
in January 1953. 
At Vatican City, a spokesman 
declined comment on the list of 
names. Another Vatican source 
said: “ Those certainly are names 
frequently mentioned. 
I would 
make only one or two additions— : 
Msgr. Francis Keough. archbish­ 
op of Baltimore and, possibly, 
Msgr. Richard J. Cushing, arch j 
bishop of Boston, among the most 
likely choices.’’

Fearful Syria Has 
* Reason For Worry 


Syria, only recently warned by the United 
States against any aggression, now is crediting 
the U. S. with restraining Iraq 
possibly with 
Turkish hacking, from encroaching on her ter­ 
ritory. The fears of Syria, valid or not, have 
historical foundations. 
In the 19tii Century, what is now the Middle 
Fast still formed part of the Ottoman (Turkish! 
Empire. In World War II. Nuri al-Said, then as 
now Prime Minister of Iraq. proposed a union 
among the independent Arab states — except 
Egypt — reviving the Iraqi dream of a Hashem­ 
ite Umpire. 
But Syria remained under strict 
French control after the war. until the French 
evacuated in 1946 under a United Nations agree­ 
ment negotiated by the U. S. The history of the 
French mandate < 1920-1946 > is one of nationalist 
struggles for independence, countered by bloody 
repressions. Before 1945 there had been almost 
a score of armed attempts to oust the French. 
Thereafter three armed force and police coups 
culminated in making Brig. Adib Shishaikli the 
‘ strong man 
in 
1949. 
In 
1953, he became 
Syria’s President, only to be deposed in Feb­ 
ruary 1954 in a three-day coup which brought 
the current President. Shukri Kuwatly. to power. 
Today. Britain. Turkey, Iraq and Pakistan 
are linked in the Baghdad Pact of 1955. Syria 
resisted Iraqi pressure to join, concluding in­ 
stead a mutual defense treaty with Egypt. Syria 
has similar agreements with Yemen and Saudi 
Arabia, and is a member of the Arab League. 
And Syrian. Egyptian and Saudi Arabian forces 
arc linked in joint command in case of war. 
Although the opening of the Suez Canal in 
1869 put Syria off the beaten track of modern 
development, she recently had expected to get 
tip to 85 per cent of her revenues from a British- 
American 
pipeline 
carrying 
oil 
from 
Iraq 
through Syria. But pumping stations on the line 
recently 
were destroyed, 
reportedly 
by 
the 
Syrian army. 
The 
army’s 
role 
in 
Syria 
is 
curious. The country’s force of 25.000 men has 
done little fighting, is largely untrained: never­ 
theless. todays “strong man’’ is nationalistic 
Col. Abdel Hamid Saraj. who rules through 
Premier Sabri El-Assaly and President Kuwatly, 
and who apparently seized control when hos­ 
tilities broke out in Egypt late in October. To 
make matters more interesting. Saraj is a great 
admirer of another Middle East strong man— 
Egypt's President Nasser.

The Pay 
Of Teachers 


When tuxes consume a large part of everybody’# 
income and when the cost of living rises steadily, 
certain elements in the com m unity find themselves 
earning less and less in the purchasing power of their 
take home pay. 
Some 
industrial 
contracts 
include 
escalator clauses which protect the purchasing power 
of the wage: such escalator “ cost-of-living” clauses 
rurclv appear in the salary scales of professionals. 


How ever, lho*r who have fixod Income* ol any 
form, find thai the value of their income is con­ 
stantly being reduced. The same is true of white- 
collar workers, as they are called, who live on 
fixed salaries, sometimes determined by statutes 
which limit pay not by a measure of the cost of 
living for the particular type of employe but by 
the will of a legislative body. 


With regard to teachers. I have received m any 
letters objecting to any arithm etic which indicates 
that a teacher is paid for 52 weeks work. Some say 
that a teacher works only 40 weeks a year but is paid 
for 52 weeks. 
ll is to be hoped that the critics are wrong. 
A 
leacher, whether in the kindergarten or a university, 
not only teaches hut has to learn. A teacher who stops 
learning has nothing to t t e c r 
hr or she becomes 
em pty headed 
and 
useless. 
It 
must 
therefore 
be 
assum ed that a te a c h e rs salary also includes con­ 
tinuing learning time. 
Let mc cite an exam ple: 
a teacher of physics. 
during the past decade, has had to do a lot of study 
un the subject of atomic fission so that he knows 
what he is talking about in the classroom and if the 
students ask questions. 
This requires an enormous 
am ount of technical reading which cannot be done as 
one w atches a movie show. 
It is necessarily slow 
and laborious. 
1957 is called the Geophysical Y ear. Many im por­ 
tant scientific developments are being brought into the 
news about which .students in high schools and col­ 
leges ought to know more than is casually reported in 
the press. A professor of physics, geology, geophysics, 
astrophysics, astronomy, etc., has needed to prepare 
him self tor this special year. 
He might have used a 
s u m m e r or a sabbatical y ear to travel to som e other 
country or to serve on a team doing some special 
task, or attending lectures or sem inars. 
Often there 
is no additional pay for the tim e put into intellectual 
tasks, 
and yet without 
special 
work, the teacher 
stagnates. 
I have twice listened to President Theodore Hes- 
burgh 
of 
Notre Dame speak 
about 
the need 
tor 
increasing faculty salaries. It is not that learned men 
have become more m ercenary in the present era 
than they used to he in another age. but that the 
cost of living, the cost of taxes, the cost ot books and 
m agazines, the cost of educating children—all these 
have gone up for the learned m an as well as for the 
m an who is not learned. As a m atter of tact, the truck 
driver, who m ay have been a college football player 
or who m ay never have been to a college, m ay find 
v that his wages and fringe benefits bring him m ore 
>) for his family than a professor who knows how to 
build an atomic reactor. 


I have before me a table of salaries for univer- 
sity teachers in California who have had seven 
years of college education and hold a Ph.D. This 
could have cost the teacher’s family more than 
$10,000, depending upon the colleges attended and 
the cost of living in those colleges. 
The annual 
salaries tor these seven-year trained Ph.D.s. rang. 
ing from Instructor to professor, run from a low 
of $4,512 a year to a high of $9,384 a year before 
taxes. Deduct taxes and the pay is still less. 


A bit player in Hollywood would reject such a 
sa la ry ; a strip teaser would laugh if offered such pay. 
When the intellectual leaders of the community are 
driven down to the proletariat, the danger is that their 
conscious or subconscious worries and dissatisfactions 
a re bound to be passed on to the students. And that 
needs to be thought out.
